1946 Shows Business On Upswing; 
Credit Buying Increasing; 1947 
Shows Promise Of Being Good Year 


Business generally was on the 
upswing in Coleman according to a 
survey made from among the lo¬ 
cal merchants. 

Old debts appear to have been 
been mostly wiped off, those re¬ 
maining being now classed as “had 
debts.” Steady work over a period 
of years plus the accummulative 
savings throughout the war years 
has placed a considerable amount 
of money in the hands of the buy¬ 
ing public. Business, particularly 
at Christmas time, was especially 
brisk. 

Credit buying appears to be on 
the upswing. Steady employment 
with good prospects for the coal 
industry still in sight, lead some 
merchants to believe that consu¬ 
mers are buying more on credit 
with the confident expectation that 
they can handle such credit buying 
with steady employment. 

Civic finances are in a very 
healthy condition. Only $6,000 re¬ 
main outstanding in town, school 
and social service. The town ha s 
accumulated $17,000 in bonds which 
it hopes to use in the purchase of 
the Coleman Light and Water Utili¬ 
ties. The Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners is scheduled to hear 
the Light & Water case either in 
January or February. 

Some years ago the town inau¬ 
gurated a hard-surface program 
for its residential streets. In 1946 
it started a long range program to 
lay concrete sidewalks throughout 
the residential area. In 1947 it is 
hoped to consolidate all hard-sur¬ 
face already laid by repairing and 
seal-coating it. The sidewalk pro¬ 
gram will be maintained. 

Tht; coal mining industry ap¬ 
pears to have had a £°°d y ear - l n_ 
temational Coal & Coke Co. Ltd. 
found 1946 its best year since 1942. 

The demand for coal continues 
brisk and no difficulty is antici¬ 
pated in 1947 in securing coal or 
ders. The new five day work week 
will undoubtedly affect production 
in 1947 since it was only recently 
inaugurated late in 1946 when the 
new wage agreement want into 
effect. Labor shortage still aggra¬ 
vates coal production and while 
both mines are in need of men, Mc- 
Gillivray Creek Coal & Coke Co. 
particularly i s in serious need of 
miners. 

The new Crows Nest Pass Muni¬ 
cipal hospital may be erected in 
1947 providing ratepayers in the 
Pass vote ip favor of the forth¬ 
coming money by-law granting an 
additional $90,000 to 'the $185,000 
already authorized. The hospital 
will have 60 beds and in addition 
to men and ladies’ wards will have 


childiren’s wards and a maternity 
ward. There is dire need for this 
most important institution in the 
Crows Nest Pass which is sadly • 
lacking in hospital facilities. 

No construction of any conse¬ 
quence has taken place in housing 
in Coleman since prior to the war. 
Some months ago the local con¬ 
tractor had orders for twelve 
houses and ^his figure may have in¬ 
creased since. Lack of material has 
prevented even one unit being 
started 

With the business outlook brigh¬ 
ter in 1947 several merchants plan 
on spending fairly largie sums in 
renovating and modernizing their 
premises. Jack Chalmers, jeweler, 
may have set the pace with his 
newly renovated jewelery store on 
which he spent several thousand 
dollars. 

A civic centre committee has 
been Appointed and set itself an 
objective of $50,000 to build a mod- 
’ ern civic centre. The Coleman 
Crystal arena in which many his¬ 
toric Crow league hockey games 
have been played since 1921 is be¬ 
lieved being operated for tre last 
season due to its physical condition. 
A new arena must, of necessity, 
take its place and it is proposed to 
incorporate the new ice arena in 
the Civic Centre. 

One of the major accomplish¬ 
ments in community activity dur¬ 
ing 1946 was the organization of a 
Board of Trade During its eight 
months of life it has proved itself 
strong and virile. 

Its sights are at present focussed 
on the No. 3 highway whiejj winds 
its way from the prairie through 
th" Pas* and on into Br'tish Co¬ 
lumbia. This highway has been al¬ 
lowed to deteriorate to the point 
that Pass citizens are protesting its 
condition and calling upon a mod¬ 
ern hard-surfaced highway to re¬ 
place it. Coleman’s Board of Trade 
is in the forefront in prevailing 
upon the provincial department of 
public works to construct such a 
modern highway. 

Coleman’s Crow View Rodeo is 
another major accomplishment of 
the board of trade and will be an 
annual event. It will result in thou¬ 
sands of visitors being brought to 
Coleman for the two day rodeo 
with its resultant favorable pub¬ 
licity for the town and financial 
support for the proposed civic 
centre which receives all net pro¬ 
ceeds.

Considerable Damage Done To 
Community Hall New Year's Eve; 
Orchestra Sent Home At 12:30 a.m. 


Office Door Smashed in; Piano 
Damaged; Railings Broken to 
Kindling Wood; Chairs Smashed.

The Community hall executive 
views with alarm the extensive 
damage done to the hall on New 
Year’s eve during the two and a 
half brief hours in which the St. 
John Ambulance dance was in pro¬ 
gress before union president Wil¬ 
liam White called a halt to the sys¬ 
tematic destruction by sending the 
orchestra home and closing the hall 


Judging from the damage there 
is no doubt that some persons went 
deliberately all out to create as 
much damage to the hall as they 
could before the hall committee 
stepped in. As one entered the 
union offee in the same building On 
Thursday morning the first thing 
noticed is that the panels on the 
lower part of the door were mis¬ 
sing and some planks were taking 
their place in a vain attempt to 
keep out the winter cold. Some 
person or persons had del.berately 
kicked in the panels, thoroughly 
destroying the door so that a new 
one will have to replace it. 

Entering the flhll itself one sees 
broken chairs lying here and there, 
the legs still held t° chair s them¬ 
selves by the wire which had ori¬ 
ginally bound them together. The 
majority of chairs had been placed 
upstairs and a fence built tp stop 
anyone from going up into the bal¬ 
cony. The fence lay on the floor 
practically smashed to kindling 


On stage the new $700 piano had 
not been overlooked. The piano top 
had been ripped off its hinges. No 
examination was made of the piano 
while the Journal reporter was 
present to see if any of the strings 
had been severed. 

Th railing, guarding the stairway 
to the ladies’ dressing rooms, lay 
at the bottom ^ the steps, every 
piece of wood in the railing having 
been ripped from its base. Glass 
from broken bottles lay alongside 
the radiators where they had been 
thrown and smashed to bits, Strong 
cardboard sheets which had pro¬ 
tected the back stage windows had 
large holes punches in them. 

In the men’s dressing rooms 
down stairs the Coleman brass 
band music locker, which was made 
of plywood, had its front ripped 
off and music sheets strewn over 
the floor. 

Judging from the damage done 
the dance appeared to have been 
quite boisterous, so much so that 
when union president Wm. Wlute 
arrived on the scene he feit duty 
bound to protect the property by 
closing the hall. 

Only three weeks ago a story 
appeared in Tne Journal showing 
the hall to be approximately $1800 
in the red from the 1946 opera¬ 
tions. From the present mood of 
the hall committee it is practically 
certain that a full dressy debate 
will be held on the community hall 
when the next regular meeting of 
the local union is brought to order.

NEED RAILING 

1947 will have arrived by the 
time this item appears in print. 
1947 is the year when a modern 
hard-surfaced road has been pro¬ 
mised to be laid from Pincher sta¬ 
tion to the Alberta-British Colum¬ 
bia boundary. Should this modem 
road materialize the provincial 
highways department should be 
asked to install a railing along the 
road leading through the Frank 
Slide.

If we are to 
get a modern highway let it be 
modern in every respect. 

ARE SNOWPLOWS 
BEING HELD IN 
IDLENESS? 

Information has reached our desk 
that the Dominion government 
has three large snowplows, similar 
in class to the provincial govern¬ 
ment’s new $22,000 FWD Snow-Go, 
in cold storage at Lethbridge We 
are told efforts have been made by 
Edmonton to buy these machines 
without success. 

Regardless who may own the 
machines conditions have been 
such during the past couple of 
months in southern Alberta that 
these machines could have been put 
to work to advantage. 

Highways north and south, east 
and west, have been clogged with 
heavy drifts so much so that pres¬ 
ent provincial equipment has 
been unable to cope with the pre¬ 
vailing conditions and town and 
municipal machinery has been 
brought into play to keep the 
roads open. 

Pincher Creek, located as it is 
off the main highway and CPR line 
has been practically isolated for 
weeks and sleighs are being used 
to get on to the avenues of traffic. 

If our report is correct that 
these three machines are lying 
gathering rust when so much can 
be found for them literally just out¬ 
side their garage door then public 
anger is really going to reach the 
boiling point. 

Words cannot adequately de¬ 
scribe our snow blocked roads. One 
has to experience present condi¬ 
tions, see the drifts and ice on the 
road, see cars stalled on the road¬ 
side with nary a soul near them, 
9ee bus passengers being placed on 
trains, to sit during the long cold 
hours of a winter’s morning with

On Monday evening we had the 
privilege and pleasure of travel¬ 
ling with Coleman Grands as an 
official “member” of th$ clulb. The 
trip was to be made to Claresholm 
to keep a scheduled date with the 
Claresholm Clippers. 

Due to heavy snows, icy roads 
and huge snow drifts across the 
roads captain Bill Fraser went 
ahea^ of the van and surveyed the 
route phoning back in late after¬ 
noon that condittolns were favor¬ 
able At approximately 4.30 pm, 
three player laden cars started 
out from the Grand Union with a 
cold west wind Wowing powdered 
snow across the road 
The roads were clear until Lund- 
breck was reached when a narrow 
trail through high drifts gave a 
hint of what was to come. Ice 
covered the road ait Cowley and 
driving was treacherous. The car 
carrying the sticks on its hoo^ lost 
the sticks but fortunately heard 
the heavy load fall off and stopped 
to pick them up Getting past Cotv- 
ley and onto the long stretch of 
road immediately east of the town 
a series of drifts were experienced 
one car getting stuck for a few 
minutes before^it was able to navi¬ 
gate with the aid of a push from 
several players. 

The west wind continued to blow 
hard and for miles on end hardly 
an inch of the highway was seen 
as the powered snow kept crossing 
and cris-crossing it. Travel was 
necessarily slow at this point. The 
second incident was when a hrand 
new synthetic tire decided it did 
not want to go any farther and 
completely collapsed The wind 
howled and the snow blew and the 
occupants “blessed” it as all had 
to get out to change the tire. For¬ 
tunately one of the other cars 
afforded needed light. 

At Pincher the drifts were high 
but still cars were getting through. 
Drifting snow was proving a ha¬ 
zard to motorists and at Pincher 
station six cars were lined up 
bumper to bumper and the occu¬ 
pants were said to have gone 
ahead by train the previous day. 

Getting into Macleod was quite 
easy as the road was clear of snow. 
Going into the Java shop we met 
Mrs. A. L. Godtnan who was en- 
route home to Coleman with her 
Ford coupe which she had picked 
up at Calgary. She had heard about 
the condition of the road and asked 
that some of the players take her 
car back to Coleman. This request 
was immediately granted and she 
stayed at Macleod while the team 
went over to Claresholm and came 
away with a 7-4 win from the 
Clippers. 

Back again at Macleod for a late 
supper the team formed into a five 
car cavalcade and set forth for 
home at 11:30 pm. All went fine un¬ 
til within a mile from Pincher sta¬ 
tion when the first car ran into a 
4 big dirift. It got stalled but with 
the aid of approximately sixteen 
big huskey men it was soon over 
the hurdle and the other cars fol¬ 
lowed in its trail getting help when 
necessary. The wind was blowing 
really strong and the men had to 
put their backs to it. Drifts were 
being met more frequently and as 
Pincher station was finally reached 
one car finally quit cold with its 
battery dead. This same car was 
pushed through a heavy drift with 
a dead engine It was now- past 
midnight and rather than leave 
the stalled car by the wayside it 
was attached to another car and a 
determined effort made to start the 
engine, all being in vain. Getting 
past the station about 200 yards 
Duke Kwasnie was sent ahead to 
scout for drifts. He returned with 
a report that drafts continued along 
the road in a continuous series and 
varied from small to drifts three 
and four feet It was decided it was 
useless to fight longer and the cars 
were lined alongside the road 
bumper to bumper The Greyhound 
was right behind but the driver 
decided to send his passengers 
along the way by rail. Mrs. Good¬ 
man and about four or five players 
in the party decided they had had 
enough and went to Pincher sta¬ 
tion where they bought tickets. 

The rest 0 f the party were recon¬ 
ciled to spending the balance of th e 
morning, now a bout 2 .am, in their 


cars. One car hadi failed to fill up 
at Claresholm and was low on gas 
so much so that the driver would 
not take the chance of running the 
engine to keep his heater opera¬ 
ting. 

Ice formed in the cuffs of the 
men’s pants and s now seemed to 
seep down one’s shoes where it be¬ 
came cold and wet. The snow in the 
cuffs started to turn to ice and 
more than one could be heard 
talking about cold feet and oh, oh, 
if only ther e had been a bottle of 
rum handy. 

Sopn two bright ligthts were 
seen in the distance coming from 
the west followed minutes later by 
another car. They kept coining 
closer and closer until only one 
large drift separated them from 
the Coleman party. The new¬ 
comers stated that if this 0 ne large 
drift could b e vat the road would 
be open to Coleman with little dif¬ 
ficulty to be encountered on the 
way. The hockey players got out 
shovels and the newcomers volun¬ 
teered to hurl thar cars against the 
drifts. As a result 0 f much, shovel¬ 
ling and racing motors', coupl|M 
with heaving and grunting men as 
they pushed and rocked the cars 
over the drift a rough passage was 
made. The new-comers expressed 
thanks, one being from Creston 
and the Coleman cars then took a 
race at the drift all making it suc¬ 
cessfully. Players climbed into the 
cars, leaving those who had enough 
in th CPR station. On© of the two 
eastbound cars had picked up a 
Greyhound driver whose bus had 
stalled three miles east of Cowley 
in a drift, there being a number of 
passengers in the bus. He got into 
one of the Coleman cars an^ head¬ 
ed back to Cowley where be got 
a roadplow driver out of bed to 
clear the road for him. 

The Coleman cars! continued 
home arriving in f ront of the Grand 
Union shortly after fi-ani. The rest 
of the players got home on the 
train shortly after 7 am. The car 
which had stalled was left by the 
side of the road at Pincher Station, 
a gang going down for it the fol¬ 
lowing afternoon to bring it home. 

Some of the players coming 
home with the cars went home, 
had a bite to eat, domned their 
working clothe s and went to work 
without a minute’s sleep. 

Thus ended our first official trip 
with the Coleman hockey club and 
one which we will remember for a 
long time to come. (A.B.)

But Russia Eventually Will Have To 
End Its Isolation 

It would be difficult to imagine a 
more completely closed state than 
Russia in this age of communication 
says the Winnipeg Free Press. Such 
a trade-proof and information-proof 
zone is, indeed, one of the miracles 
of our age and is only possible in a 
police state. 

It may be a long distance off yet, 
but the time will come when Russia, 
like the United States, will have to 
end its isolation. In the present world 
nearly two hundred million energetic 
people, covering a large part of the 
earth’s surface and owning a large 
part of its resources, cannot be hived 
off from other peoples in a vacuum. 
All nature, in politics as in physics, 
operates to destroy the vacuum 
wherever it appears. 


Newfoundland Received First 
Signals From Cornwall, England 

The first, wireless signals across 
the Atlantic were received Dec. 12, 
1901, in a little room in Cabot tower 
on a hill in Newfoundland now known 
as Signal hill. Guglielmo Marconi, 
and two assistants, P. W. Paget and 
G. S. Kemp, had been anxiously wait¬ 
ing since the previous day for a series 
of S signals from a station at Poldhu, 
Cornwall, England. 

Suddenly the silence was broken 
by a series of dots, and the three 
young scientists had done the impos¬ 
sible and received a message over 
1,900 miles of rugged Atlantic water. 

Marconi began his experiments 
•which laid the foundation for wireless 
communication in Bologna, Italy, in 
1895. Studying electricity at the uni¬ 
versity there he became fascinated 
with certain phenomena? His first ex¬ 
periment consisted of pushing a but¬ 
ton in his father’s villa and ringing 
a bell a considerable distance away 
without the use of wires. 

When he announced his intention 
of bridging the Atlantic by wireless 
it was declared impossible. Now a 
memorial cairn nine feet high erect¬ 
ed by the Canadian Marconi com¬ 
pany in 1939 will be dedicated in a 
formal presentation to the people of 
Newfoundland early next summer. 
Dedication ceremonies were postpon- 
• ed with the declaration of war.

A HOT DISH FOR A COLD DAY 

It is a wise homemaker who plans 
frequent meals around a hearty 
warming kettle of chili. Here is a 
dish that savors of old Mexico—full 
of plump beans and meat, combined 
with the spicy goodness of onions, 
garlic and chili powder. Chili Con 
Carne is a dish to be reckoned with, 
especially when it is served with 
heated crisp rice cereal. To accom¬ 
pany steaming bowls of Chill Con 
Carne, crusty bread and a tossed 
green salad are just right. Bread of 
the French or Vienna type is best, 
and slice the loaf—but not all the 
way through, then spread the slices 
apart and butter each one. Pop the 
whole loaf into the oven to heat 
through. For the Chili, dried or can¬ 
ned beans may be used. Red kidney, 
brown, pinto or large white beans are 
equally good. 

Chili Con Carne 

1 pound ground beef 

1 3 cup chopped onion • 

2 tablespoons fat 

2 K cups cooked tomatoes 

2 \-t cups cooked kidney beans 

1% teaspoons salt 

1 1 2 teaspoons chili powder 

l 1 2 cups oven-popped rice or cereal 

2 teaspoons melted butter 
Cook beef and onion in heated fat. 
stirring to separate meat into small 
particles. Add tomatoes, kidney beans 
and seasoning; stir well.

Unique Body Of Men Serve Publio 
In Royal Albert Hall 

The Royal Albert Hall, which for 
many years has been a familiar land¬ 
mark to every Londoner, in recent 
years become well-known by name to 
radio listeners all over the world. 
Many of the BBC's symphony and 
other concerts are broadcast from 
the giant cval-shaped red brick and 
terra cotta building which holds 8,000 
seats and was built in the reign of 
Queen Victoria. One of the most cur¬ 
ious things about it, known to very 
few people in England or abroad, is 
its corps of honorary stewards, a 
unique body of men who give up their 
spare time to serving the public in 
an unusual way without payment.
